PRISON WORK. 


One of the suggestions in Governor 


Perkins' message is the recommenda- 
tion to turn the State Prison into an im- 
mense bag factory. It is said that over 
$0,000,000 of bags are used on this coast 
annually, and the Governor recommends 
the California Representatives in Con- 
gress to get the duty on jute remitted, 


1 that a sufficient quantity of the raw 


oVterial be imported to make all the 
bags required here. The woik will be 
done at the prison, and will interfere 
with no other labor on this coast. In 
our own State our State Prison is the 
most expensive institution we have, 
costing $85,000 annually. The receipts 
from the labor ol the convicts amounts 
to $25,000, but the real profit is but a 
trifle, as probably most of this $35,000 
represents the cost of the material. The 
boot And shoe factory at the Prison re- 
turns but little to the State, and if it is 
ever desired that the Prison shall be 
made self-sustaining, some other than 
the present system will have to be fol- 
lowed.

Mars is fast losing the brilliancy that 


a month or two ago made it the most 
conspicuous object in the evening sky. 
Its distance from the earth is rapidly 
increasing, and during the progress of 
this year it will be far away, and com- 
paratively dim. Those who fail to im- 
prove the present opportunity of study- 
ing its spotted globe with the telescope, 
Will have to wait until 1881. Irrespec- 
tive of its two curious moons, Mars is, 
upon the whole, the most interesting of 
all the planets to the inhabitants of the 
earth, because we know more about its 
surface than about the other celestial 
bodies, except the moon. 


All the lands and seas of Mars were 


mapped by astronomers before Stanley 
discovered the source 
of the Nile. 


When a powerful glass is brought to 
bear upon this planet, it seems so earth- 
like that it is supposed it must be in- 
habited by men and women, like our- 
selves. Even so distinctly can the conti- 
nents and occeans be seen and traced 
out, that they are all named ou a map 
of Mars. The seas of Mars are remark- 
able. 
They wind about among the 


continents and islands and are connec- 
ted by long and narrow straits. They 
are comparatively small, stretching from 
five hundred to one thousand miles, in 
,'the shape of narrow channels only one 
hundred miles in width. 


The study of this planet is a delight- 


ful one, and opens widely into roman- 
tic speculation as we reflect on the pos- 
sibility of existing cities, with lines of 
ocean steamers, lines of telegraph and 
telephone, railroads with palace cars, 
and all the luxuries, and grand inven- 
tions with which the development of a 
noble Christian civilization has blessed 
our own globe. The astronomer with 
the aid ol a more powerful glass than 
has yet been constructed, will solve 
this problem.

PAPER NO. 2. 


In my former article (Paper No. 1) I 


endeavored to show the true cause of the 
precession of the equinoxes; and by it 
to prove that the sun was moving in a 
vast orbit around a grand central sun; 
and that the precessions were bnt the 
space which the sun and earth pro- 
gressed in their grand sweep around the 
sun's orbit ir one year. That orbit 
estimated according to Prof. Strnve's 
estimated velocity of the sun to be 
over four trillions miles in circum 
ference, and making its diameter at 
ov«r one and one-third trillions (1,333,- 
333,333,333) of miles. la that article 
denied the correctness of the theory of 
Sir Isaac Newton aa to the cause of the 
precessions, nn.l of the small circle tha 
the Pcles of th<- earth are describing in 
the northern aud southern heavens once 
in 25,000 year>. 
Newton's theory is 


that the precehMnus "are a necessary 
"consequence t.i the rotation of the 
"earth, combintd with its elliptical fig 
"ure, aud the r.u. quel attraction of the 
"sun and moo: mi its polar and eqna 
"torial regions, •••'.ilch causes a sligh 
"gyatory or wnboing motion of the pole 
"of the earth aruuud those of the eclip 
"tic, thus causing the poles to describe 
"a small circle around the poles of the 
"ecliptic, as a center. During this rev- 
olution, the poles must necessarily 
"point, successively, to every point of 


tne small circle it thus describes." At 


this time I refer only to the true cause 
of that small circle. We may first doubt 
Newton's theory of attraction being its 
cause, for the reason that the sun's at- 
traction on the northern and southern 
regions are supposed to be equal and in 
the same direction, namely, toward the 
sun, which would counterbalance each 


as one line, than would the other two 
ines drawn parallel, bnt one aud a halt 
miles apart. About such '» proportion 
are the lines of perspective vision of the 
orbit of the earth around the sun, and 
to orbit around the great central son. 
Thus the small circles known to be de- 
scribed in the northern and southern 
heaven* once in 25,000 yean are caused 
by the revolution of the earth in U* 
{rand orbit in the same' length of time, 
When this fact is acknowledged, and the 
lines of those circles definitely deter- 
mined, and the apparent relative or 
comparative differences in the sizes of 
those oucles with the grand orbit—the 
distance of many siara may be calcula- 
ted, and many other problems solved, 
which now vex astronomers.

And even if such wabbling did 
occur from such cause, it would not ne- 
cessitate an additional revolution of the 
earth on its axis once in 25,000 years as 
must be the case, if Newton's theory is 
the true cause of the precessions of the 
equinoxes. 
Such additional motion 


would be confounded with its natural 
diurnal motion, of which it would be 
only a part, and the earth would be con- 
sidered as revolving on its axis, BO much 
faster than we now give it credit for. 
We may, therefore, look for some other 
cause for the email circles which we 
know ore being described in the heav- 
ens. A comparison of the size, of the 
earth's orbit and the sun's grand orbit 
is essential to a perfect understanding 
of the true causa of the circle. The di- 
ameter of the earth's orbit is about 183, 
006,000 miles, while the sun's orbit, as 
above estimated, is about eight thousand 
.iniea larger. This is upon the esti- 
mate that the sun's grand cycle is 25,- 
)00 years, and its velocity 20,000 miles 
per 'hour. If its velocity is greater, 
which there is reason to believe it in, 
its orbit must be proportionately great- 
er. But assuming that the 8,000 times 
larger is the true comparison, the reader 
will imagine a circle might thousand fee' 
or one mile aud a half in diameter, as 
the sun's orbit, then, in the circumfer- 
ence of this orbit imagine another cir- 
cle drawn, one foot in diameter, as the 
earth's orbit; or imagine the SBU'S orbit 
as 688 feet, and the earth's orbit at one 
inch in diameter, and some idea can be 
had of the relative sizes of the two or- 
bits. Now, astronomers tell us that in 
nil of its course around the sun, the line 
of the earth's poles is always parallel 
to itself. Therefore in its yearly revo- 
lution the earth describes a circle of 
183,000,000 of miles in diameter; and 
its poles must describe a circle in the
